5 Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,
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Section 1. Section 60-6,356, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is amended to read:

60-6, 356. (1) Execept—as—providedin—subsections—{(2)through
5—+oef—this—seetion—an An all-terrain vehicle shall not be
operated on any highway—of this state— The controlled-access

hi ghway. and the crossing of any controlled-access highway shall not

be pernmitted.

3 (2) An all-terrain vehicle nay be operated on a

hi ghway, other than a controlled-access highway, when such operation

occurs only between the hours of sunrise and sunset.and—such

purpeses— Any person operating an all-terrain vehicle on a

hi ghway,other than a controlled-access highway, shal | have a

valid Class O operator's license or a farm pernmit as provided in

section 60-4,126 and shall not operate such vehicle at a speed in
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excess of thirty mles per hour. \Wen eperated operating an

all-terrain vehicle on a highway, other than a controlled-access

hi ghway., the headlight and taillight of the vehicle shall be on and
the vehicle shall be equipped with a bicycle safety flag which
extends not less than five feet above ground attached to the rear of
such vehicle. The bicycle safety flag shall be triangular in shape
with an area of not less than thirty square inches and shall be
day-gl ow in col or.

4 (3) Al-terrain vehicles my be operated without

complying with subsection (2) of this section on highways in parades

which have been authorized by the State of Nebraska or any
departnent, board, comm ssion, or political subdivision of the state

(4) The Cr ossi ng of a hi ghway. ot her t han a

controll ed-access hi ghway. shall be permtted by an all-terrain

vehicle without conplying with subsection (2) of this section only

(a) The <crossing is made at an angle of approxinately

ninety degrees to the direction of the highway and at a place where no

obstruction prevents a quick and safe crossing;

(b) The vehicle is brought to a conplete stop before

crossing the shoul der or roadway of the hi ghway;

(c) The operator vields the right-of-way to all oncom ng

traffic t hat constitutes an i nedi at e pot ent i al hazar d;

(d) In crossing a divided highway, the crossing is nude

only at an intersection of such highway with another highway: and

(e) Both the headlight and taillight of the vehicle are on

when the crossing i s nade.
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(5) Al-terrain vehicles nay be operated on highways,_

other than controlled-access highways, outside the corporate limts

of any municipality by electric utility personnel within the course of
their enploynent in accordance with the operation requirements of
subsection 3} (2) of this section, except that the operation of
the vehicle pursuant to this subsection need not be ineidental—tothe

use—of the vehicle for agricultural purpeses— linited to the hours

bet ween sunri se and sunset.
